The Losi'Jon 'Vvmi^ of recent date 
coQiparea the returns of tbo Bonrcl of 
Trade for 1879-SO with thcso of ton 
years ago aiui tiuds the adyancameQtof 
th^Wnifed Kiugdom to'bo as foIlowB:

British GQlunibin includes it certiiiu por- 
tion of tho length of tho Cordillera region 
of the west coast of America, which m.iy 
be dcscrihod ns consisting licrc of fimr 
parallel mountain ranf;cs running in .1 
north-west and south-oa.st bearing. Of 
those tlie south-western is represented liy 
Vancouver and tho Quoon Charlotte 
lalojids, and ni.ay - be' referred' lo' as tho 
Vancouver Range ; while the next, to tho 
north-east, is tho Coast or Cascade Eango, 
a belt of mountainous country about 100 
miles in widtli. Tins is succcedeil by the 
interior plateau of British Columbia, rela- 
tively a depressed aroa, but with a height 
of 3000 to 3500 foot. To the north-east 
of this is the Gold Range, and beyond 
tilts tho Rocky Mountains proper, forming 
tho western margin of tlic great plains of 
the interior of the continont. 

Tertiary rock.s, \Nhich are probably of 
3Iioceiie age, are found both on tlte coast 
and on the interior plateau. They con- 
sist on tho coast of marine bods, generally 
littoral in character, which arc capped, in 
the Queen Charlotte Islands, by volcanic 
rocka. The interior plateau has been a 
fresh-water lake, in or on tho niargin of 
which clays anil sandstones, with ucca 
sional lignites, liavo been laid down. 
These are covered by very extensive vol- 
canic accumulations, basaltic or tuf.iceous. 

Cretaceous I'ocks froui tlib age of the 
irpper aiul Lower Chalk to the Upper 
Noocomian, and representing tho Chico 
and ,Sli;ista groups of California, occur 011 
Vcncoiivor and the Queen Charlotte Is- 
lands. Within the const range the Cit!- 
taceous rocks are probably fur the most 
part equivalent in ago to the Upper Neo- 
coinian. Tlio Cretaceous rocks are of 
groat thickness, both on tho coa.9t and in- 
land, and include oxtcnsive coufiMiipori- 
neoua volcanic beds. 

'J'he pre-Cretaceous betls have boiii 
uuich disturbed ami altered before tin; 
deposition of the Cretaceous, and their 
investigation i.s diliicuU. On Vancouver 
Island, beds probably Carboniferous in 
age include great masses of contoinpora- 
nooiis volcanic material, witli limestones, 
and b«ci3mo altered to highly cryst.illine 
rocks resembling those of parts of the 
Iluroniauef Eastern Canada. In the Queen 
Charlotte Islands these beds also probably 
occur ; but an extensive calcareou.s argil - 
lite formation is there found, u'liioh is 
characterised by its f(.s,sils as triussio. 

The Coa.st Itangu is supposed to lie 1

The limestones are, for the most pan, j Inlet on Thursday night, having 
Carboniferous and Devonian, ami no fus- 
sila have been discovered indicating a 
gi'eater .tgo than tho last-named period. 
On tho ■l!Hh parallel, however, tho series 
is suppo.sed to extend down ttj the Cam- 
brian, and compares closely with the sec- 
tions of the region east nf the Walisateh, 
on the 40th parallel, given by Clarence 
King.

Businoa.s in the J)i\orce (,'ourt ilur- 
iiig the past legal year seems to liave 
been decidedljir''^bi'isk,»^ifAltogether as 
many as G43 causes have in one form 
or another been before tln^ .Tudge, and 
[)robably between five and .si.v hundred 
marriages have been di.ssolved. Ac- 
cording to the records of the Divorce 
Court, one of the commonest cau.se.s of 
.separation between man and wife i.s 
tho vice of drunkenness, whether in 
the man or woman. But in order to 
fully to appreciate the clas.s of cnse-s, 
i)f which this is asserted, we must look 
behind tlie drunkenness and try to as- 
certain its cause. Tiie vast majority 
of netitiouSi^t .would seem, come froin 
tlio lower middle cks.s and the working 
classes, and how often do we Iienr it 
said that per.sonH in this station 'ih life 
have been driven to drinking l)ocausc 
they are iincoiufortablc at homo; not 
merely that their hoint'.s wero untidy, 
or their meals ill-cooked, but that they 
wero uuliap|)y with tlieir wives or with 
tlieir husbands. In tho clas.<«3s above 
these — at all events, in the higher and 
upper middle classes — if a hu.sband and 
wife do not like each other, they can 
manage to kee]) apart without going to 
the public liouse. The snmll tradesinun 
or mechanic has not that advantage. If 
he quarrels with his wife at breakfast 
he is obliged lo go back to her for sup 
poi', when, if hostilities are renewed, 
lie probably rushes oil" to the public- 
house, and returns to bent her. it is 
impossible to say in how many instan- 
ces incompatibility of temper leads to 
intoxication, and intoxication in turn 
to those acts of cruelty or immorality 
which finally (Mid in the Divorce 
CourL Drunkcnnes.s may be tho 
pro.xiinati; cause of a iiirtjority of <li- 
vorcc cases, but wliethor tliore is not 
very often a remote cau.se in the back- 
gi ounil, is a iiuostion not hastily to be 
answered in the negative. It is said 
that the fear of disturbing marriage 
.settlements keeps a higher class out of 
ti.e Divorce Court: yot it may bo al- 
lowed that the j)aucity of oxpo.sers 
among thein does not necessarily indi- 
cate any higher standard of morality. 
Dr. Johnson was convinced that the 
aristocracy of bis time was less vicious 
in tlii.s respect than the lower-class.

society. The dilTureiicc i.s one wiiich 
we should hope is gradually growing 
less, and we trust to education and 
iroprovetl doitiesttc arrnngemeuta to re- 
move it altogbtiiei'. 

One ciiriotis eircuinstunco to bu noted 
in the records of the Divorce Court is 
this, that the majority of tlie petitions 
are presented by people who have been 
married some years — ten, fifteen, and 
even Lwenty years — and not by persons 
still under the inlluence of youthful 
passions, or i^i the possession of all their 
youthful charms. This is a curious 
])l)ysiologieal fact, and what is equally 
remarkable, |)erliap.s, is what the prac- 
titioners ill the Court declare, nevertlie- 
lefis, to be their experience, that the 
offense which usually gives rise to de- 
mand for separation is frequently un- 
accompanied by any decliiKi of conjugal 
aficction in the guilty party. Women 
svho liavo broken their marriage vows 
are not uiifrequontly found to be still 
much nltsi'beil to their husbands, and to 
feel a separation from them as acutely 
as if thoy liad been innocent. We do 
not make statementa merely tor their 
own sake, or as being interesting to 
students of human nature. A. practi- 
cal moral is to bo drawn from them. 
Do wo not all of us take far too little 
pains to consider what ought to be the 
meaning of such terms as a suitable 
match, a very projier engagement, and 
so forth. A diHerenco of soino two or 
tlircc years in the respective uges of the 
lady and the gentleman is thought to 
afl'onl the best clianco of happiness, and, 
where there are suflicient means, early 
marriges aro alw.ay.s thought conductive 
to virtue. Is this the lesson to be 
learned from the records of the Divorce 
Court? It would seem not. If so large 
a proportion of domestic quarrels take 
])hice after ton or twelve years of wed- 
ded life, and are then duo to infidelity 
on one side or the other, it would not 
seem that early marriages, or marriages 
in wliieli husband and wife aro nearly 
of the same ag^", aro the most conductive 
to tho sanctity of the tic. It is a dedi- 
cate .subject to discuss, but oxpcriencn 
seems to prove that neither the number 
of years for whicli people have lived 
liaiipily together, nor the number of 
children tlioy may have, i.s any guaran- 
tee under certain circumstances for con- 
tinued fidelity ''^oS^a^^;;iot)iorV^ ..This 
would seem to be thc'jnoral toh'odraw'n 
from tho evidence supplieil by Sir 
-James Hannon's Court. And if this 
be so, it should after not a little the 
popular conception of the condition of 
a really happy marriage. It is difficult,
